4) ..and now he is leaving and sending another comforter? Vs. 16 
that word "another" means "one of like kind" All that Jesus was 
to these disciples, so would the coming comforter be for them. 
And as for you and I that same Holy Spirit of Christ no less leads, 
guides, protects, instructs, empowers enables us today! 


1) ...explain the difficult portion of the book with great clarity. That 
Bible you hold in your hand was written by the selfsame author 
that indwells the heart of every believer: 2 Peter 1:21 ...holy 
men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 2 
Timothy 3:16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness: 


2) ...about that with this substitute. Jesus said that the Spirit will 
lead you exactly like I will lead you. There is a correspondence 
between to two. Oh how often we run into error when we 
attribute to the Spirit of God that which is contrary to the word 
of God. These will never, never be in dis agreement! 


3) ...of their need of a Saviour. These scriptures are a message 
withing themselves, but I do want to highlight this activity. Sin - 
Unbelief. Rightiousness - He got up out of the grave. Judgment 
- it is coming to all that oppose God. Christian remember when 
you share your faith and seek for the salvation of the lost, 
there's more at work than just your words of pleading, the all 
powerful Holy Ghost of God is working on that hear as well.
